Being a Feder 
allst, he was the object of very vio- 
lent attacks on the part of the Demo- 
crats of his day, and recognizing tlic 
growing strength of his opponents he 
doubted, as I beliere. his ability to 
again secure an election if ha should 
rnn."

Tragle Death of Suraeon Who Rsposed 
Rmbalnied Reef. 

Pittsburg, June lO.-^MaJor W. H. 

Daly, surgeon general on the staff of 
Lieutenant General Miles In Porto 
Klco, committed suicide at his home 
here by shooting himself in the right 
temple. 

No cause is known for Daly's deed 
unless it bo that Insomnia ilrove liim 
to temporary iii.«anity. For sometime 
he had been unable to sleep regularly 
and it is thought, that after a sleep- 
less night he concluded to end all. He 
was 69. a widower, leaves no Immedi- 
ate family, and for many years was 
prominent in medical circles. He 
gained international prominence dur- 
ing the Cuban war. as it was his re- 
port to the commanding general of 
the army thst started tha embalmed 
beef tnTestigation. 

Mission of Cardinal Gibbons. 

Rome, Juno 10.— It is asserted In 
reliable quarters tliat Cardinal Gil)- 
bons, in the couise of his frequent 
conferences with Cardinal Rampolla. 
papal secretary of state, Mgr. Nosale- 
da, archbishop of Manilla and other 
high ecclesiastics In regard to effect- 
ing a settlement of the iiuestion of 
the properties of the religious orders 
in the Philippines, is negotiating for 
an extension to Cuba and the Philip- 
pines of ^he Jurisdiction of the apos- 
tolic delegation at Washington. 

■ought a Mexican Railroad. 

City of Mexico. June 10.— The Still 
well group of American capitalists 
has purchased the Tachuca, Zacualtl- 
pan and Tampico railway from Rich- 
ard Honey Thrice. The amount paid 
was $1,000,000 gold and 85 per cent of 
the common stock in a company to be 
organized. The road will extended 
from Sandovel, its junction with the 
Vera Cruz railroad, to Tampico, mak- 
ing a short line of only 12 hours be 
tween here and northern gulf ports. 

Cigarette Law Constitutional. 
Marshalltown, la.. June lO.—Judgo 
Burnham. of the district court decid- 
ed that the Iowa cigarette tax law la 

constitutional, and tliat the property 
of dealers in cigarettes and owners of 
buildings where they are sold may be 
attached and sold for said tax. Sim- 
ilar suits pending in other counties 
have been awaiting the decision in 
Marshall county. The American To 
haOCO company, it is said, will appeal.

Can Quickly H.tlre Wheu Satisfied 
Other Powers Ijpuve Kor Oood. 

Peking, June 10.— The Chinese ex- 
press great satisfaction at the an- 
nouncement of the intention of the 
court to reurn to I'elving In Septem- 
ber. All the foreign trooiis. with tl>e 
exception of the legation guards, are 
•zpected to withdraw ere the middle 
of that month. The only troops not 
already under orders of withdrawal 
are the Japanese, whose government 
Is sending reliefs. It Is reported, 
howevi'r, at the Japanese legation, 
that when Japan is absolutely certain 
the other powers are evacuating, her 
own troops can be withdrawn on two 
days' notice. 

General Voyron, the Frent h com- 
mander, has instructions to leave one 
brigade for service in China, and the 
French transports are en route. The 
British will have completed their de- 
parture by the end of September, 10 
transports making two Journeys to 
India. 

International C. E. Convention. 

Cincinnati. June 10. — The most 
elaborate arrangements have hei-n 
made for the twentieth International 
convention of the Christian Endeav- 
orers here July 6 to 10. As many 
were unable to attend the convention 
In London last year a larger attenil 
ance than usual is expected, especial- 
ly since these conventions hereafter 
will be held only once in two years. 
The choir of 1,600 trained voices will 
be a feature at Music hall. Other 
large clioruses have \)een trained for 
the expositicm and other halls, while 
all the churches and their choirs have 
been engaged for the occasion. Dands 
will discourse sacred music in Wash- 
ington park, adjoining Music hall, for 
the open air meetings. Gf)verror 
Nash. Mayor FU'isclmiaiin and local 
committeemen will deliver welcoming 
addresses July 6. Dr. Clark will de- 
liver his annual address and Secre- 
tary Baer will make his annual report 
Saturday evening. 

German Consul's DIseevery. 

Berlin, June 10. — Among the re- 
ports recently published here of Ger- 
man consuls In American cities is one 
from the consul in Cincinnati, who, 
treating of the prospects of th(> Cei- 
man immigrant in the Unitei^ States, 
says: "The time is past when immi- 
grants to the United States have a 
chance to acquire riches In this conn- 
try, (jwing to the d<'nsit.v of population 
and the overcrowded condition of all 
trades and occupations." 

General IVIiles Not Surprised. 
Washington, June 10. — General 
Miles said he was not surprised at 
the suicide of Dr. Daly in view of the 
great personal bereavement Dr, Daly 
suffered recently and the undermin- 
ing of his tieaith by a severe attack 
of la grippe last winter. General 
Miles esteemed Dr. Daly very highly 
and they were intimate friends. His 
death came a aavere blow to the 
general. 

Captain Kountz Mustered Out. 

Toledo, June 10. — Captain Fred J. 
Kounts, son of General J. 8. Kountz. 
former commander-in-chief of the 
Grand Army, died very suddenly of 
acute pneumonia. He was a captain 
of volunteers in the Spanish war and 
served on the stait of Oeneral Freder- 
ick D. Grant. At the time of his de- 
mise he was awaiting an appointment 
to the regular army. 

Died at His Wife's Deathbed. 

Kokomo, Ind., June 10. — E. Cage, a 
well known broker, was tailed to the 
bedside of his wife, who was thought 
to be dying of consumption. On reach- 
ing the bed Mr. Cage dropped to the 
floor a corpse, death coming suddenly 
from paralysis of the brain. Mrs. 
Cage, who had called her husband to 
see her die. was horsalt a wltaoai of 
bis demise. 

Court to Handle the Funds. 
Cincinnati, June 10. — Judge Rufus 
Smith refused to allow the state treas- 
urer alone to disburse the funds of 
the United States Debenture com- 
pany. The court held that all funds 
shall be handled under Its direction. 
This is in conflict with the state of- 
fldals, who claim tha right to handle 
funds depoSlteit with the stata with- 
out reference to the court. 

Clatnaney For lob Ford's 8layei> 
Denver, June 10. — State board of 

pardons commuted to 18 years the life 

sentence of E. O'Kelly. the man who 
killed Bob Ford, the slayer of Jesse 
James. The killing occurred at 
Creede, CoL. and O'Kelly was sen- 
tenced July 12, 189S, so that with al- 
lowance for good behavior he has 
but about four years to serve. 



Divorce Zecfee refici'ndsa. 
London, June 10. — Sir Francis Jeune 
president of the probate divorce and

LIVES OP Five MEN SNUFFED OUT. 



Two Loconiutiveti Were Heduced to 
Bcrapiron—K lames Add Horror to 
the Disaster— Windows BbaU 
tared lu Nearby Towns. 



BInghamton, N. Y.. June 10.— Five 
men were killed and seven injured in 
the wreck at Vestal. The dead: John 

P. Kelly, head bi akeman of wild( at 
train; S. U. I'olhamus, conductor of 
train No. 61; KImer Polhamus, train- 
man of train No. 61; John Coulter, 
fireman first engine of the wildcat 
freight; Fred Witherby, fireman sec 
ond engine of the wildcat freight. 
Seven others, all but tWO Of them 
trainmen, were injured. 

The wreck was the result of a Del- 
aware, Lackawana and Western wild- 
cat freight train crashing Into the 
rear of the regular freight train, No. 
61, the regular train having a carlo:' (i 
of dynamite next to the caboose. The 
dynamite was exploded by the Jar. 

Both trains were completely wreck 
ed an<l the engines of the wildcat 
freiglit train were reduei'd to scrap 
iron, pice- s of which weri' jjickcd up 
at a distance of half a mile. The e\ 
plosion was followed by fire, which 
destroyed a number of cars. 

Nearly every house In the village 
of Vestal and I'nion lust more or less 
windowgl.iss. while farmhouses and 
barns r.cai the scene were badly shat- 
tered. ^'oae of the inmates, however, 
were injured. 

The Wedge Sticks. 
Kansas City, June 10.— Judge Gib- 
son In the circuit refused to dismiss 

I'tl. y Wedge, receiver of the Sie 
g'l-Sandeis Live Stock Commi.^- 
slon conipan.\'. wliose removal was 
requested by minor stockholders In 
the company. Wedge was appointed 
a month ago on the application of 
Frank Rockefeller of Cleveland, prin- 
cipal Rtocliholdt- r in tl)e company, and 
some of the other stoekholdi is al- 
leged that the receiver is inlluencc d 
by Rockefeller in adjusting the Urm s 
affairs. Since the failure President 
Siegej has been arrested, charged 
with iiiisa|iiilieatlon of over $100,000. 
Koekefi ller liad helped reorganize the 
Arm and on the stand testified to hav- 
ing signed for Siegel's use in straight 
enlng out affairs guarantees in blank 
that after wards turned up fo r $750,000. 

Students Issue a Manifesto. 

Salina, Kan., June 10. — A commit 
t( e represenliiiK the students of the 
Kansas Wesleyan university, who are 
a unit in defense of Dr. Frank I). 
Tubbs, professor of natural science, 
dismissed last week because of al 
leged heresy, has issued a manifesto 
denouncing the board of trustees for 
"duplicity and unfairness." The board 
has agreed to allow Dr. Tubbs a hear- 
ing, but still positively refuses to re 
instate him. The incoming Junior and 
senior classes still seem determined 
to ( arry out their threat to leave the 
uiiiv.-rsity if the trustees dO no ac- 
cede to the demands. 

Smell Oil In Kentucky. 
Dan'.illi', K\.. June lu.--ln .Junction 
City there Is no small degree of ex- 
citement on account of oil indications. 
A company is in process of organiza- 
tion. An attorney has been leasing 
land for the company, which, it is re- 
ported; has sent instructions to secure 
3,000 acres on which to begin woik. 
One man dug a well in which the 
water was ruined by the flow of oil nt 
a depth of l6 feet. The belt is thf. 
same in which the Somerset wells are 
located. 

Hard Blow to 400 Farmers. 
Wichita. Kan.. June lo. — .\ corre- 
spondent wflo arrived here from the 
scene of devastation in Clay county, 
Oklahoma, says the storm of Friday 
night ruined the wheat crop of 400 
farms west and northwest of Black 
well. These farms are all in one l)0(l> 
of territory. The farmers who had 
purchased twine and harvest machin- 
ery are asking the local dealers to 
take them back and the dealers have 
raferred the matter to the factories. 

Wanted For Five Murders. 

Mlddlesboro, Ky., June 10. — Louis 
Meyers, charged with murder in Vir- 
grlnla. Tennessee and North t'aroliua, 
was captured in the Tennessee moun- 
tains by Lee Turner of Mlddlesboro 
and John Johnson of Hartranft. 
Meyers was at his home guardi'd by 
three men. Governor Wycoik of 
North Carolina telegraphed here that 
he had offered a reward of $500 for 
the arrest of If eyers, who is charged 
with havi ng committed five murdars.

Manilla, June id. — .\ dispatch re- 
ceived here from the .States saying 
the Philippine tariff stands until the 
new tariff which is being framed in 
Washington is put in force, dissipat- 
ed the excitement occasioned by Col- 
onel Edwards' Washington dispatch 
Indieating tlu' aliolition of the I'hil'p- 
pine tariff. Colleetor Smith's annual 
report will show that the amount of 
gold of duties collected is as follows: 
Imports for the 82 months of the 
American occupation $1 1,^1 .'(,000, ex- 
ports f l,t:'.i.S.2.')0. The total values of 
the imports and exports and the to- 
tals of the duties and tonnage are all 
more than doubled, as compared with 
the average of any decade during the 
Spanish regime. 

International Machinists' Defl. 
Toronto, OnL. June 10, — The Inter- 
national Machinists association adopt- 
ed a resolution to the effeit tliat 
"after due consideration we accept 
the challenge of the National Metal 
Trades association and in accepting 
this declaration of war we cheerfully 
pick up the gauntlet and hurl back de- 
llatiee. We never will accept any mod- 
Iflcatton of our demands or res\ime la- 
bor until the cause for which we 
struggle is triumphant and a shorter 
workday is an accomplished fact." 
President O'Connell claims that the 
International association did all it 
could to get a satisfactory adjustment 
by pacific means.

When a Democratic editor or speaker 
criticiaea the recent deciaiona of the Su- 
preme Ooart in the inaaler catea aad de- 

noiincee the imperialism of the Hanna- 
McKiiiley udmiuietratiou, he in immedi- 
ately etihjected to ridicule or denancia- 
tion by Republicans.

-The Manila Pmdwtt oT April, pobiitb- 

ed at Manila, a copy of which baa just 
been receiveil here, gives an inter/wting 
account of the Corkrcrew Hill tight, in 
which Major George K. Pickett, a well- 
known Wa^lngton boy, acquitted him- 
aelf with bonora. Tha tMtj il FrtadMB 
iaaafoUowaf 

"The (btl parthmian have at last been 
receivetl of tiie (i.'ht of the command un- 
der Mojor Ueorge £. Pickett. Tbia com- 
mand oonbiated of a detachment ol only 
ten motinted men of the Sixteenth In- 
fantry, together with two civilians, busi- 
ocat men of lUalla, who weia with the 
party. 

"To-day a Freedom repreaentative in- 
terviewed S. M. Berger, one civilian who 
accompanied the expedition, and from 
what he says, Major Hckett aeqnittvd 
himself with the same dash and daring 
which made hia father lamoua daring 
tha war of tbo rebellion. 

"Hr.Boriloraaid: 'Inoroceedingfrom 
Bagabag to Qordon on March 9, 1 accom- 
panied a detachment ot ten moanted men 
of the Sixteenth Infantry which guarded 
the funda of ilklajor Pickett, amounting to 
aometbing like tTSiOOO. About half way 
l>otween the two posts, a short distance 
from Barrio Diadi, we were attacked by 
three companiea of insurrecto, in full uni- 
form and well armed. Just as we ar- 
rived near the foot of Oorkacrew Hill, 
wht ie the trail winds around the OQter 
edge of the hills and croaaea a small 
stream at the foot and passes in front of 
and around the side of a range of hills 
on the opposite aide from (Jorkacrew Uill, 
wt'saw the entire rebel force. They were 
so close th:it we could readily recognize 
one member of the force as wearing an 
AmorieananlfoMB. The rebels deployed, 
one company going up one side of the 
hill and one going up the other side of 
the same hill, one company coming over 
the hill from the rear, all juet opposite na. 
The first two companiea were mounted, 
while the latter was unmounted. They 
fired on na while in a hollow where the 
trail crosses the stream, ajbont forty to 
fifty yards distant. All of onr pack 
animals were atampeded at the tirat vol- 
ley, and crowed over to the foot of the 
bill occupied by the rebels. After tigiit- 
ing them some tiiteen or twenty minutes 
from the brath and tall grass along the 
the stream, they got our rangt and 
poured in a deadly hail all about as. 

"At this janctare one man was sent 
back to Bagabag and Solano on a swift 
horse for re-enforcements. Major Pick- 
ett then ordered the force to take up a 
position on a low liill back of us, and 
some 150 to 200 yarda in front of the ene- 
my's position. In doing eo we bad to 
paaa under a terrific cross fire. While 
climbing this hill the btillets plowed up 
duet all around and over us, and every 
moment I expected the next would be 
my last. 

"This position was held for half an 
hour when wo observed a detachment 
leave the enemy's position, with the evi- 
dent purpose of flanking us. They were 
also making desperate attempts to lead 
oil our pack train which bad halted at 
the foot of the bill which they command- 
ed, but each attempt resulted in the 
wounding or death of those who made 
the attempt. Major Pickett called for 
two volunteers who were willing to risk 
their lives to save the train. William 
Cox, Private Myron Cody and myself 
volanteered to make the attempt to get 

the train back, as they were not so well 
equipped to make a standing light. We 
rolled down the hill into the bruab and 
grass bordering the stream, and if the 
situation had been less serious it would 
have convulsed the on^lookers. 

"We gathered in some of the horfes> 
and Private Oody and Mr. Cox made a 
dash for the pack train under a fearful 
lire, and saoceeded in getting them across 
the river to onr side. At this stage of the 
tight, Mnj jr Pickett ordered live men to 
tiold the hill which we were then occupy- 
ing, while be proceeded with Dr. War- 
wick and the rest of the men of the com- 
mand to occupy a range of taller hills in 
the rear which commanded the enemy's 
positions, a point also deemed impossi- 
ble to ilauk without great loss to them- 
selves. 

"The insurgents could not get the 
range on this new position, which re- 
sulted in their demoralisation when they 
saw the execution oar troops wera doing 
them. They could not stand our fire any 
longer, and stampeded in great disorder, 
proceeding down the valley in the direc-

Wait af the Pipits ef Maysville's Paklle 
llheols Shows Most Oratirving 
ProKrrss tlie Past Year. 

The school cIiiMrcn nf the present 'lav 
are very fortunate individuals, and they 
woatd appreciate that fact it they conld 
visit a school of twenty years airo. The 
educational methods have undert^une 
great changea [n that tine. This if 
especially true of the instruction in draw- 
ing, modeling <kc. How many can re- 
member when it was somewhat of a crime 
to draw pictnree in school ? The young- 
ster who desired to express himself oy 
this means must do so steathily, and 
woe betide him if the teacher discovered 
hia work, especially if the teacher him- 
self had been the mod?l. The younj; ar- 
tist either received a "trallopin' or was 
made to play eaeel for weary minutes 
and hold his work np to the (jaze of tiie 
school w hich shared not his talent. Tlie 
cliild ot twenty yean ago waa not fur- 
nisbfil with clay with which to mnilfl, 
but its only experience in this line was 
making mud pies and cakes and marbles 
(nevt.- heard of spheres) and when found 
80 engaged, the fond mother had a feel- 
ing in her heart that she had nexlected 
her duty, if she failed to punish the 
young culprit.
